Santa Ana College is 
launching a $350,000 expansion 


program -- which promises to 
have a ‘dramatic’ effect on 
both theatre-goers and 


performers Participating in 
SAC’s theatre arts program. 

The first phase of . the 
expansion: program is a new 
lighting control system, which 
will be installed backstage and 
out of view from the audience, 
and is expected to cost more 
than $100,000. 

Once installed, this will be 
followed by such things as the 
addition of an elevator for the 
orchestra pit and converting a 
Classroom (P-10) into a theatre 
workshop (mini-theatre) for 
smaller productions and more 
personalized instruction. 

According to Ernest Norton, 
SAC’s vice president of fiscal 
affairs, the lighting control 
system involves the purchase of 
a $43,000 light control panel, 
plus an additional investment of 
approximately $57,400 for 
installing the panel, (as well as) 
rewiring the existing facilities in 
Phillips Hall. 

It is anticipated that this 
phase of expansion will’ be 
completed sometime during the 
production of this season’s first

Thomas T. Brucks, technical 
director of SAC’s theatre arts 
program, said the intricate new 
lighting system. will enable he 
and other instructors to use their 
“‘artistic’’ talents to create 
psychological moods with the 
use of controlled lighting. 

“Theatrical lighting is an art,”’ 
he explained. ‘’From.an artistic 
point of view, it is like painting a 
picture with light. The changes 
in color and intensity are so 
subtle that the audience will feel 
them, but seldom ever see the 


changes taking place. 


“It will also be of tremendous 
educational value,’ Brucks 
continued. ‘‘In the past, | could 
only instruct students on the 
technical aspects of theatrical 
lighting. Now, because of the 
new control panel, | will be able 
to demonstrate the many 
functions of light.”’ 


The theatre arts instructor Is ° 


particularly excited about the 
creation of a theatre workshop 
at SAC. “It will allow our 
students to experience what is 
known as ‘intimate theatre’,”’ he 
explained. 

“The close exchange between 
an actor and his audience is of 
utmost importance.

Board begins program 
Good speech not enough| of assisting students

SAC’s Disabled/Handicapped (D/H) program now provides 
assistance to approximately 100 disabled and/or handicapped 
students on camipus. This includes people who are confined to a 
wheel chair and continues all the way to those who are blind. 

Oncé the. ,SAC Board of Directors was made aware of the 
specific needs of D/H students by the Disabled Incapacited 
Students of Santa Ana College (DISSAC) 


the challenge. 


Its most recent effort was spearheaded last June, when the 
Board earmarked $38,000 to set up.a program for the. physically 


handicapped. 


Mary Majors, an instructor with special Satie for disabled 
students, was hired to direct the program. she proceeded-at once 
to set up a D/H center in Russell Hall and the Board. allocated — 
$7,000 to equip it with special equipment. This not only includes 
such things as electric typewriters, desks, etc. -- 
special braille tablets and the like. 

The new program now includes sala;'es for eeursetars. tutors 
and a mobilityaid for the blind as well as special acconmodations
